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Since the arrival in Shanghai on 20 May 1948 of General Roshchin, newly-appointed 
Soviet Ambassador to China, an increasing number of officials from the S han g hai 
Soviet Consulate, Targpredstvo, TASS, and the USSR Embassy in Nanking are marked 
for recall to the USSR, 
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2. The USSR Embassy in Nanking recently received an order from Moscow for the imme- 
diate preparation for evacuation to the USSR of families of Soviet official per- 
sonnel. This evacuation will begin during May 1948 with the next trip of the 
Smolny and will be carried out in the following orders (1) Families of Soviet 
officials who have children, (2) Soviet women not employed an official represen- 
tations, and (3) Soviet women employed in official representations but not 
essential to the wort: at hand. Orders for the evacuation were accompanied by 
the following instructions s "In reply to comments about the evacuation from 
China of dependents of Soviet officials, it should be stated that the ch ildr en 
are being sent to the USSR for school, vacations, car medical attention."

4o Nikolai Vasilevich Stolbov, who arrived in Shanghai on 20 April on the Smolny , 
has been assigned to Torgpredstvo, Shanghai. He replaced Levkin, who left for 
the USSR on 29 April 1948. Levkin stated before his departure that he is being 
recalled because he is not a Parly member. He claimed that he had waited three 
years to come out from the USSR, only to be recalled after three months. Stolbov 
is a Party member. 


5. M i khail Sergeyev, who arrived on 20 April on the Smolny. is the new chief account- 
ant for Torgpredstvo, China. He and the superintendent of the banking office of 
Torgpredstvo left Shanghai on 21 April with their wives for Hanking. They were 
accompanied by JSugen Feodorovich Sharov, employee of the Shanghai Torgpredstvo 
office.
